Theft of housing and abuse of prestige and power 


This is a DEMAND for Immediate Remedy From Manifest Injustice to the people of 
KCK. We are asking that ALL new contracts stop until they are reviewed by the district 
attorney or independent outside counsel to insure benefit to the community. We are 
asking for reimbursement and repayment for all UG Funds, bills paid, inclusive of but 
not limited to ALL property taxes, insurance, BPU, PILOT, upkeep, appliance costs of 
everything including interest and a Review and outside independent audit of the 
Unification Plan. We are requesting an investigation and Audit of ALL lease agreements 
in the UG for all property/facilities/ housing vendors, businesses, UG Employees or 
affiliates, private businesses, charity or anyone who in any way have association with 
the UG its employees or ANYTHING in anyway affiliated with our municipal governance 
to include but not limited to BPU and outside agents and for profit businesses. Lease 
agreements written and verbal, use agreements written or verbal or any kind of 
agreement for use of Municipal/County or affiliate properties. I am asking that the AG 
investigate what we believe is a Conspiracy in WYCO by Doug Bach and Mayor Alvey 
among others to breaking the Unified Government SOP and Employee Manual, 
defrauding the people and misusing city funds and property. They are colluding to hide 
and conspiring to keep covered and create records to steal from this community. We 
ask that all proactive signing of documents cease immediately. 


We formally DEMAND that the UG provide EQUALITY AND EQUITY OF ACCESS to 
public funds, benefits, properties and utilities, home insurance and upkeep, Horne 
Repair Taxes, a listing of ALL BPU clients who are receiving reduced or Free utilities to 
include all municipal, personal and business customers and credits offered or given by 
BPU BPU rating reports and history, PILOT, mileage and cleaning credits, every 
benefit per the contract issued by Doug Bach, Ken Moore to Terri Ziegler and accepted 
bv Mayor Dave Alvey for the occupancy of Lake House 1. We are demanding that We 
The People of WYCO”, be given access to this same “SWEET DEAL’. That has been 
afforded to repair “dilapidated homes’ in the area and return them to a livable condition 
to benefit our community and end blight, via the “Win Win” privilege afforded to Tern 

Ziegler. 

We believe that by exciuding this property, “ Lake House 1” from the proper and 
complete guidelines for the Code of Ethics. Federal, State and local fair housing laws 
for repair, restoration and rental to members of the community-that the UG has 
discouraged protected class members from applying for a rental unit or making an effort 
to repair, live and flourish in the lake house, comparable properties or their own homes 
at taxpayer expense, in their own community and yet the same benefit was afforded to 
the Chiel of Police COVERTLY through cronyism and quid-pro-quo favoritism. Several 
years ago the community asked specifically to do this same thing to “dilapidated , 
blighted homes in the North East and community wide by using 
aside by the city to demolish a property (10k), to repair said “dilapidat^ 
property and return it to the market or needy members of the community. The UG 
denied the community this ability and demolished repairable homes Vf' 
this property to be held to a different standard on behalf of the Chief of Police the close 
friend of the City Manager. That is bias, misuse of funds and favoritism. 

impediments to fair housing choice may be acts that violate a law or acts or conditions 
that do not violate a law, but preclude people with varying incomes frorn having equal 
access to decent, safe, and affordable housing. Fair housing choice is defined, 
generally, as the ability of people with similar incomes to have similar access to 
affordable housing.

When a society is stratified into poles of advantage and disadvantage, with the 
inevitable consequences of privilege and exclusion, the promise of equal access to the 
discourse is necessary, or democratic participation rings hollow, to every ear that is 
NOT corrupt. Fair access, then, may take on a different meaning in each citizen, but its 
essence remains the interpretation of "fairness" as equal access and opportunity. 
Correspondingly, access to channels of communication and sources ofiriformation that 
is made available on even terms to all...a level playing field...ts derived from the 
concept of fairness as uniform distribution, where everyone is entitled to the same level 
of Bccess and csn avail themselves if they so choose. 

Today, WE SO CHOOSE. 

When some are excluded or lack the knowledge, income, equipment, or training 
necessary to participate fully in public discourse, they must 

access in order to ensure fairness. Fairness also demands remedies to redress historic 
injustices that have prevented or diminished access in the first place: for, just as there 
can be no fairness without equality, there can be none without justice. In order to 
maximize opportunities for access experienced by certain groups, a good society 
commits resources in order to level the playing field. NOT EMBEZZLE from said 
community or create a vacuum for corruption; 

Embezzlement and theft involve someone with access to funds or assets illegally taking 
control of them. Fraud involves using deception to convince the owner of funds or 
assets to give them up to an unauthorized party. 

Influence peddling is the illegal practice of using one's influence in government or 
connections with persons in authority to obtain favors or preferential treatment for 
another, usually in return for payment. 

Abuse of discretion refers to the misuse of one's powers and decision-making facilities. 

Cronyism is the practice of partiality in awarding jobs and other advantages to friends, 
family relatives or "trusted colleagues” To Quote Mr. Bach, especially in politics and 
between politicians and supportive organizations. For instance, this includes appointing 
"cronies" to positions of authority, regardless of their qualifications. Cronyism existe 
when the appointer and the beneficiary such as an appointee are in social or business 

contact. Often, the appointer needs support in his or her own ,7 

authority, and for this reason the appointer appoints individuals who will not ty to 
weaken^his or her proposals, vote against issues, or express views contrary to those of 

the appointer. 

Clientelism is the exchange of goods and services for political support, often involving 
quid'pro-quo. Clientelism involves an asymmetry r^ationship 

between individual people or groups of political actors described as patrons. 


PARTNERS, brokers, and clients. Clientelism is a set of actions based 
fate there give here or, to quote Doug Bach this is a “WIN WIN", ...for Whonn? is the 
question, itfs certainly NOT to benefit the people of WYCO ... the practice aHowing both 
clients and patrons to gain advantage from the other's support. The win is NOT for the 
people of this community.

Collusion is a secret agreement between two or more parties to limit open competition 
by deceiving, misleading, or defrauding others of their legal rights, or to obtain an 
objective forbidden by law typically by defrauding or gaming an unfair marke 
advantage. It is an agreement among firms or individuals to divide a market, set prices, 
limit production or limit opportunities. It is in fact an effort to above and beyond seeing 
the community to “PROTECT THE PARTNERSHIP” at all costs regardless of public 
benefit and can involve “unions, wage fixing, kickbacks, or misrepresenting the 
independence of the relationship between the colluding parties , for example J^ie Merc 
being put in on Strawberry Hill to benefit the KU Campus yet being proposed to benef t 
the NorthEast and provide groceries to a food dessert when there is already access to 
tl^oSin 3 5 minutes from the current location.

are also demanding that Doug Bach resign without benefit for failure to complete his 
duties.
